DOWN  SLIGHTLY  IN  1966 


Lentil  production  in  18  reporting  countries  in  1 966  calendar  year  is 
estimated  at  19,823  thousand  cwt.  slightly  less  than  in  1965  but  9 
percent  above  the  1960-6U  average . 

Excluded  from  the  estimate  is  unreported  production  in  several  African 
countries.  East  Europe  and  the  USSR. 

Major  decreases  occurred  in  Jordan,  Morocco,  and  Syria;  but,  of  the  18 
reporting  countries  the  6 Asian  countries  still  produced  nearly  66  percent 
of  the  total  output. 

The  United  States  is  the  largest  lentil  producer  in  the  Western  Hemi- 
sphere. Estimated  1 966  production  is  628  thousand  cwt.  compared  with  the 
1960-6U  average  of  5 3.5  thousand  cwt.,  and  the  1955-59  average  of  111 
thousand  cwt. 

Chile,  formerly  the  leading  producer  and  exporter  in  the  Americas  reported 
a production  of  only  22l±  thousand  cwt.,  down  25  percent  from  the  previous 
year  and  I4O  percent  from  the  1960-61;  average.
